Can Be Denied 
'Aid From State

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Atty. 


Gen. Bruce Bennett ruled today 
that the state can legally withhold 


••. aid money from local school dis- 


i- tricts which do not comply with 
?a 1963 act allocating 60 per cent 
|of any increase in local revenues 
|3^»teacher salaries. 
| Bennett advised Jeff D. McGe- 
;»hce, superintendent of schools at 
^Lcpanto, that (he act did not make 
£it mandatory for school districts 
: to comply, but the penalty clause 
\- was rather severe in that it called 


for forfeiture of all state aid to 
a district which.does not meet re- 
quirements of the act. 


Bennett also held that districts 


;J|hich have been transferring sur- 
pluses in their debt service funds 
to their operating funds must in 
elude this money in the base on 
which local revenues are calculat- 
ed. 


The law under discussion, Act 


258 of 1963, excludes any revenue 
voted specifically for debt serv* 
ice, but Bennett said this exclu- 
sion would not cover debt service 
money which is being transferred 
'•""•'an operating account. 


The act has caused some appre- 


hendsion among school adminis- 
trators and McGehee referred to it 
in his letter to Bcnnptt as "one 
of the roughest pieces of legisla- 
tion ever to pass in our legisla- 
ture."

Andrew T. Hatcher, assistant 


press secretary, said there have

presidential staff and advisers di- 
rected at this exploration. He said 
the process still isgoing on but 
there were no meetings today. 


There was no sign that any 


major decisions had been reached 
on a course of action. But Presi- 
dent Kennedy was prepared to 
face questions on the Birmingham 
issue at a news conference later 
in the day. 


Kennedy already has expressed 


the hope that citizens of both 
races in the Alabama city will 
work out a solution themselves. 


Hatcher was asked whether any 


consideration is being given to 
federating the Alabama Nation- 
al Guard. 


"I just don't know," he an- 


swered. "I can't answer 
that 


question." 


At a late hour Tuesday night, 


Hatcher said, Kennedy received, 
second and, a report from Burke 
Marshall, assistant attorney gen- 
eral in charge of the civil rights 
division, who is on the Birming- 
ham scene. 


•;<-, Marshal) telephoned Mty. Gen. 
Robert F. Kennedyi, who relayed! 
the word to the President. Hatch- 
er said he could not say whether 
the report was of a hopeful na- 
ture. 


Meanwhile, Rep. George An- 


drews, D-Ala., called on the Pres- 
ident and his brother, Atty. Gen. 
Kennedy, to use their influence to 
persuade "professional racial agi- 
tators" to leave Alabama. 


"Please use your influence to 


persuade all outside professional 
racial agitators, such as Martin 
Luther King and his lieutenants, 
to leave Alabama. They are delib- 
erately agitating racial disturb- 
ances and advocating violence," 
Andrews said in separate tele- 
grams. 


King is one of the Negro leaders

tually the entire manpower of the 
state agency.

under direct orders of Wallace. 
They arc equipped with tear gas 
grenades, riot guns, carbines and 
sub-machine guns, he said. 


In the face of this development, 


integration leader the Rev. Mar- 
tin Luther King Jr. said: "This 
movement is getting bigger and 
bigger. There'll be no stopping un- 
til we move segregation from the 
city." 


King, president of the Southern 


Christian Leadership Conference, 
spoke at a jammed mass meeting 
in a Negro church in the wake of 
a day during which thousands of 
Negroes infiltrated the downtown 
business district and milled about 
the streets in the heart of the 
city. 


Fire hoses again were brought 


into play to disperse the crowds. 


Police appeared almost power-1 


less at times to cope with the 
surging masses, but there were 
no serious incidents. 


Authorities said at least 10 po- 


licemen were injured, none seri- 
ously. Most were struck by thrown 
rocks. 


There were no confirmed re- 


ports of any Negroes being in- 
jured. 


There were these other devel- 


opments: 


—President Kennedy and Atty. 


Gen. 
Robert F. Kennedy kept in 


close touch with the situation. The 
President said he hoped that the 
racial problems could be solved 
by the people of Birmingham. 


—Gov. Wallace, in a speech be- 


fore 
the Alabama Legislature, 


threatened murder prosecutions if 
the Negro demonstrations result 
in violence and death. The gov- 
ernor said he would take what- 
ever action necessary to preserve 
law and order—perhaps including 
calling out National Guard troops, 
although there was no official 
word on this. 


—The White 
House reported 


that a Justice Department repre- 
sentative had succeeded in bring- 
ing Negro and white leaders to- 
gether in Birmingham for their 
Tirst meeting on the racial prob- 
lem. 


—Former baseball star Jackie 


Robinson said at New York that 
he plans to visit 
Birmingham 


within the nod week or two to 
take part in the mass protest. 


—Roy Wilkins, executive secre- 


tary of the National Association 
for Advancement of Colored Peo- 
ple, 
called on NAACP branches 


throughout the country to conduct 
"peaceful sympathy picketing" in 
support of the Birmingham denv 
onstrations.

Mississippi 
Blames JFK 
Ambitions

on federal planning errors and 
tactical blunders.

The General Legislative Investi- 


gating Committee, in its formal 
report to Gov. Ross Barnett and 
the Mississippi Legislature on the 
Oxford crisis, termed the riots last 
Sept. 30 and Oct. 1 a "tragic chain 
of events and errors." 


After linking the Oxford situa- 


tion with national politics, the 
committee asserted: 


That marshals were "displayed" 


to attract a crowd of students; 


That the President illegally took 


control of the Mississippi National 
Guard, the only means the gover- 
nor had of controlling crowds; 


And that the marshals turned a

bloody riot by firing into the faces 
of the students as state highway
